WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.— The laBt uix 


•days of tbe milon are suspension days. 
All the ordinary rules are suspended and 


' the bills caii be passed and resolutions 
Adopted by a two-thirds vote of the 
houee. Today waa the first of these six 
days, and tbe house celebrated . it by 
passing th'e senate international mone- 
tary conference bill. Despite the seem- 
ing divergence of views on tbe money 
question, tbe bill was .pasaod after a 
lively debate of two honra, by a vote of 
279 to 3, It was aupported alike by Re- 
publicans, silver Republicans, aold Dem- 
ocrats and silver Democrats. The silver 
Democrats and silver Republicans dis- 
claimed any faith in the commission to 
secure bimetallism, but they expressed 
.themselves as willing to have tbe test 


The bill was also passed to provide 


for the arbitration of differences between 
the carriers of interstate commerce and 
their employee, (known as the Erdman 
bill) ; aleo the senate bill to prevenk tbe 
importation of impure tea. 


One hour's debate on a side was al- other form. 


lowed on tbe monetary conference bill. 
Mr. Stone took tbe fioor and explained 
the ^ purpose of tbe bill, which was to 
•promote and advance tbe scheme of in- 
ternational bimetallism, the only Bate 
bimetallism and

which his party was pledged. 
Tbe 


house amendments were added to give 
greater etticiency. 
Mr. McOreary, who was a member of 


the laat international convention, gave 
hearty support to tbe bill. He said- he 
had conQdeuce that the incoming Presi- 
dent would discharge tbe duties imposed 
upon him by the bill.

Mr. Hartman of Montana stated the 


position of the silver Republicans. They. 
would vote for this bill, he said, bat 
they desired to disavow any belief tbat 
any international conference would re- 
sult in anything tangible, and to register 
their protest against refusal to adopt in- 
dependent bimetallism as un-American, 
humiliating and degrading. 


McKea voiced the position of the sil- 


ver Democrats. They believed silver 
should be remouetized. If it could be 
done by international bimetallism they 
would not place a stone in He path. If 
the Republicans tried and failed, as he 
believed they would, they would be rele- 
gated lour years from now to tbe obliv- 
ion which would swallow up theOleve- 
and administration, 


Mr. QUIRK took up the cudgel against 


the bill. Tbe Republicans, he aaid, had 
heard Democrats who bad voted tbe 
41mule ticket" in the laat campaign ad- 
vocate this bill, and those who had sup- 
ported Bryan. The Republicans, who 
bad gone through the campaign de- 
nouncing silver as a humbug, were now 
asked to vote for a bill which recounted 
it. The battle bad been fought and won 
on the gold standard. If the Republi- 
cans who supported this bill bad had 
their way at St. Louia the platform 
would have bsen a etraddle.

Mr. Hepburn indignantly refused to 


allow Mr, QuigR to interpret the plat- 
form for him. He resented the idea 
that the platform irrevocably committed 
the party to tbe gold standard. It was 
to him a distinct pledge to promote by 
all honorable means au international 
agreement. 


Mr. Jobnaon followed the lead of Mr. 


•Quigg in a vehement and at times 
almost sensational speech, which was 
listened to with close attention, but 
which received no demonstration either 
of approval or disapproval. He said 
bimetal Hem waa a thinn of the past. It 
was impossible. A statute could no 
more defy tbe laws of trade than tbe 
laws of God. He said it was as ridiculous 
to talk of creating value by the agree- 
ment of several countries as it was to 
attempt to create it by the edict of one. 
He recalled tbe fact tbat members said 
they would support the bill, bat they 
had no faith in it. He, too, had no 
faith in it. It was a senseless thing. It 
lacked logic. Why temporize with this 
question longer? 
,' . , , 
What would the world think of our 


weakness and vacillation? If the coun- 
try believed in a debased currency, 
Bryan and not McKinley should be in- 
augurated. He warned the Republicans 
that they had been defeated in the past 
because they had yielded something of 
principle to the demands of inflationists. 
Tbe acts of 1878 and 1892 were mistakes. 
He appealed to his side to show their 
courage by defeating thia measure. 


Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 


Republicans, and Mr. Groavenor, closed 
the debate with ringing speeches in favor 
of the bill. 
The very appearance of Mr. Drngley 


on the floor aroused the Republicans to 
«nthusiaatn. Both speeches were brief. 


At 5.25 tbe honae adjourned. 


Gall, calling on tbe President for infor- 
mation on behalf of Mr. Rub: io Cuba, 
went over until tomorrow. The San- 
gnilly resolution went to the calendar by 
general consent, which disposed of it as 
a matter of present interest. The rest 
of the day was given to the Indian ap- 
propriation bill. 
At 6 o'clock a recess was taken until 8 
o'clock, when work on the appropriation 
bill continues.

REPORTS OF PRIZE FIGHTS. 


Bill to Prohibit Their Transmission 


by Mail. 


WASHINGTON, February 28.— The pre- 


liminary reports of the coming Corbett- ; 
Fitzsimmons prize fight were brought to 
the attention of the house committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce today 
by Rev. Wilbur F. CraftB, with the re- 
lueat for speedy and radical action by 
.hat committee. Mr. CraftB is secretary 
of tbe National Reform League and has 
been initrumeotiil in securing congres- 
sional action n«ainHt prize fixating and 
against lotteries.. He presented to the 
committee the draft of a bill to stop Ben- 
cation al reports of prize fighting, repre- 
senting that moat newspapers would be 
glad to omit tbe details of pugilistic 
events from their columns if they were 
not driven to publish them by the en- 
terprise of lesa scrupulouB rivals. 


Tbe committee made some immaterial 


changes in tbe bill and then, by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote, instructed Rep- 
resentative Aidrich of Illinois to report 
it to the house. The text of the bill fol- 
lows : 
Section 1—That no picture or descrip- 


tion of prize fight or encounter of pugil- 
ists 
under whatever name or any 


proposal or record oi betting on the 
same shall be transmitted in theimails 
of tbe United States or by interstate 
commerce, whether in a newspaper or 
other periodical, or telegram or in any 


;her form. 
Section 2—That any person sending 


euch matter, or knowingly receiving 
each matter for transmission by mail or 
interstate commerce, shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punishable by imprisonment lor not 
more than five years at the discretion of 
tbe court, or by a fine not exceeding 
$1000.

His handsome 
naiilence ia*-rillft in the .-outskirts of 
Havana, in the quarter culled the Cerro, 
the aristocratic part of the city. San- 
guilly expressed hie gratitude to the 
Queen for the grace of pardon, which 
greatly surprised him. He said be never, 
thought be would be pardoned. San- 
guilly said the first news of the pardon 
reached him through a cable from Secre- 
tary of StateOlney, which read: "Ad- 
vise SanguiUy's defender to withdraw 
hie appeal and facilitate pardon." 


SanguiHy believes the pardon was due 


to a desire on tho part of ber majesty to 
demonstrate her good will toward Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary of Ktats 
Olney for services rendered. On this 
account tbe preliminaries to the pardon 
were probably hastened, GO that the an- 
nouncement might be made during the 
terms of office of Cleveland 'and Olney. 


Sanguilly is well preserved, in spito of 


hie two years imprisonment. He seemed 
very grateful to all tho officers of the 
Cabanas fortress for many courtesies 
shown him. He had no complaint to 
make on tbe matter of the imprison- 
ment itself. He will be accompanied to 
the United States by bis wife, and 
family. He will not settle permanently 
in New York, aa hia wife if) obliged to 
live in a hot climate. Sanguilly hopes 
that when the island of Cuba is pacified 
he will be allowed to return. 


Although no hostile actfl on tbe part 


of tbe populace towards Sanguilly have 
been reported as expected, nevertheless 
precautions to protect him have been 
adopted. 
Sanguilly asked the Asso- 


ciated Press correspondent to 
make 


public his gratitude to tbe state depart- 
ment, to tbe American consul general 
and to all tbose contributing to United 
Statee liberty.

lurderer Butler Will Probably Be 


Returned to Australia. 


SAW FKANCISCO, February 26.—Frank 


Butler, alias Ashe, alias Newman, tbf 
Australian murderer, was this afternoo* 
heltl for extradition on thechamwoj 
murdering Captain Lee Weller and Ar- 
thur Preston by United States Commis- 
sioner Heacock, before whom the ex- 
tradition proceedings have be«n held. 
Butler maintained the eauie calm de- 
meanor which has characterized him 
ever since bis arrest, but listened atten- 
tively to the review of the testimony 
given before the commission. Bntler'B 
counsel did not resist the request for! 
extradition made by the British govern- 
ment, but objected to the representa- 
tions of Consul General Warburton of 
Great Britain's diplomatic service that 
Butler was Seeing from Australia when 
arrested. He maintained tbat Butler 
came here in tbe course of his ordinary 
vacation. Tbe caae will now go to 
Washington for review, and if the com: 
miiaioner'e finding! are approved Butler. 
ViU be sent to Australia on the next 
outgoing steamer.
